SANTO DOMINGO. Domin- 
ican Republic (AP) — An 
American paratrooper was 
killed and seven soldiers — four 
of them Brazilians — were 
wounded in nine hours of spo- 
radic fighting Wednesday night 
with the Dominican rebels. 

A spokesman for the inter- 
American peace force an 
nounced the casualties and said 
at least eight rebels were killed 
in the fighting, which finally 
ended at midnight. 

The fighting involved, at dif- 
ferent times, nearly the entire 
perimeter of the international 
security zone that encircles the 
rebel stronghold in downtown 
Santo Domingo. Brazilian, Hon- 
duran and American units took 
part in the exchange of fire. 

"We fired when they fired at 
us and kept it up until they 
stopped firing," said Lt. Frank 
Ramirez, 23, a Honduran sol 
dier. '

-Every day Is ^hoHdajf^-^marican 
highways and death observes each and 
every ' holiday. The nation is killing an 
average of 130 persons every day of the 
year all year long. No one seems, to be 
much impressed at this needless , waste 
of life until a calendar holiday" rolls 
around and then the nation is horrified 
On Memorial Day. for instance, the Na- 
tional Safety Council warned drivers to 
be careful and predicted a l.envy toll of 
traffic accidents. The warning was 
needed. 

When the three-day holiday was over 
the National Safety Council counted 490 
dead on the nation's highways and the 
toll was proclaimed as a new record. 
Howard Pyle. president of the National 
Safety Council, duly deplored^the car- 
nage. He declared. "This pastTvCTfcend 

high death totl is -tr 
that many Americans lack the driving 
skills that arc needed for safe motoring 
in today-s increasingly heavy traffic. 
He said dozens of the victims were need- 
lessly killed." - 

With all due respect for the National 
Safety Council and Mr. Pyle. the condi- 
tion exists every day on the nation s h gh- 
ways. Most highway victims are killed 
needlessly and far too many poorly quali- 
fied drivers are abroad on the nation s 
streets and highways at any given minute 
of any given day. It's a condition that s 
condoned by the public even though it 
poses a threat to the life, limbs and prop- 
erty of every American citizen except 
those who live In wilderness areas where 
there are no automobiles. 

The nation killed upwards of 50,000 
persons on its highways and streets last 
year. At the rate of this year's toll, an- 
other new record will be set, and it will 
be a shameful record. On the avorage. 
about 130 persons die in traffic . accidents 
every day.. So why all the special atten- 
tion to the toll on holidays? 

Of those 490 counted dead over the 
Memorial Day weekend, about 430 would 
have been killed even without th e ho liday^ 
That puts the actual holiday toll at around 
60. Obviously, all efforts at curtailing this 
shameful traffic toll must continue day 
after day with special effort on holidays 
when even more traffic is 'encountered. .

Nothing short of a nationwide war on 
poor and careless drivers will ever suc- 
ceed in reducing the tragic and needless 
toll. The public must start insisting on 
adequate tests for potential drivers. Citi- 
zens also must demand suitable penalties 
for violators instead of the tap-on-the- 
wrlst sort of treatment that is all too 
common. These are the only measures 
that have a chance at success.

BERLIN (AP) — West Berlln- 
ers, still indignant over this 
week's shooting of two boaters 
by East German guards, paid 
tribute today to the victims of 
the revolt against communism 
in East Germany 12 years ago. 

Because of the nature of this 
holiday and the latest shooting, 
in which Hermann Doebler, 42, 
was killed and his woman com- 
panion seriously wounded, po- 
lice were alerted for possible 
disturbances along the wall. 

June V is a national holiday 
known as" Unity Day. 

Anger over the machine-gun- 
ning Tuesday of Doebler and his 
fiancee continued to dominate 
public opinion here. All West 
Berlin newspapers played up 
the unusually sharp protest let- 
ter of U.S. Ambassador George 
C. McGhee to Pyotr Abrassi- 
mov, the Soviet envoy in East 
Berlin. 

McGhee warned the Russians 
that the United States would, 
take measures — t u ...p rotect— the- 
West , Berliners.

At least six holders of the 
M.B.E. already had mailed 
their insignia'— a he.avy silver 
cross — back to Buckingham 
Palace. 

He said he sent back the for- 
eign decorations because they 
were granted with royal approv- 
al. Britons may not accept 
foreign medals without royal 
permission. 

The only medal he is keeping, 
he said, is the Croix de Lorraine 
which Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
handed to him personally after 
World War II.

Now, I know exactly what 
each of my E bonds is worth, 
each month.

The booklet^sjiows that some 
of the older bonds are worth less 
than some of the newer bonds.

This is 
because E bond interest rates 
and maturity periods have been 
changed several times. And the

Reapportionment 
Assists Negroes, 
GOP in Georgia 

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Re- 
publicans and Negroes have 
gained their largest representa- 
tion this century in the Georgia 
House of Representatives as 
state voters completed the final 
stage in House reapportion- 
ment. 

Although they were soundly 
beaten in populous Fulton Coun- 
ty (Atlanta) in Wednesday's 
general election, the Republi- 
cans won 17 of 47 contested 
races and now hold 22 of the 205 
House seats. They gained 13 
over the 1964 House seating, 
plus two unopposed seats. 

Negroes won eight seats, 
gaining representation in the 
House for the first time since 
1907. 

After tfte court ruled the 
House had to be reapportioned 
on a population basis, (he legis- 
lature took away the lopsided 
rural weight and gave urban 
areas a greater voice.

There are several 
ways in which the summer 
months can be used to assist 
these students in adjusting to

In many cases, the greatest 
change will be , the increased 
emphasis on the student's re- 
sponsibility for his! own educa- 
tion. Since college is voluntary, 
it can be assumed that the stu- 
dent wants to learn. The col- 
leges will make every attempt 
to help a student who makes a 
sincere effort to succeed. They 
usuall y, .hav e litt le patience with 
n student who Is lily. The. stu- 
dent is expected to fulfill his 
responsibilities without constant 
prodding by the instructors. 

This < does not mean that the 
college wiU avoid its own re- 
sponsibilities. It will provide 
guidance and other forms of as- 
sistance for students who need 
it. The colleges generally recog- 
nize the need for an adjustment 
period ut the beginning of the 
freshman year. There are orien- 
tation programs as well as in- 
dividual counseling opportuni- 
ties. A student who desires to 
succeed will find that help is 
available. 

What can be done during the 
summer months? It is a good 
idea to become familiar with 
the campus and buildings. If 
possible, a visit and a talk with 
one of the advisors can be help- 
ful. 

If the student will be living at 
the college, all arrangements 
should be completed as early as 
possible. The purchase of Te- 
quired materials and books may 
-nave to wait until the rlassrs 



begin. However, if lists are pro- 
vided beforehand it would be 
most helpful to do this in ad- 
vance. Becoming familiar with 
the books for a course can be 
valuable. 

Many colleges provide a list 
of suggestions and directions 
for new students. Follow these 
carefully. They have been 
planned to help avoid problems. 

College work can be interest- 
ing and challenging. It provides 
an opportunity for a student to 
learn as much as his ability and 
desire permit. The benefits of a 
college education are mostly a 
result of the student's own ef- 
forts and desire to learn.

[Red China, JRussia Not too 
Close, Even at Paris Fail- 



By LEON DENNEN 

PARIS — (NEA) — The Red 
I Chinese official said: "-We shall 
destroy the Americans in Viel 
Nam. We shall drive them out 
of Asia and then liberate the 
world from Yankee impcrral- 
| ism." 

I spoke in French to Mao Tse- 
I tung's agent in the Chinese pa- 
vilion of the Pans Fair where 
Peking ami Moscow, the two 
Red rivals, were the biggest 
( loreign exhibitors. 

He, was a little, austere man, 
I about 40, in a gray working- 
I man's cap pulled over his eyes 
I and a black raincoat. He re- 
I minded me of the Russian com- 
Imissars in tht> e.-jrly clays of 
|comniunism — before they turned 
"capitalist" and discarded lea- 
I ther jackets and bell-bottom 
trousers. 

The Chinese official refused 
to give his name. But from th ; 
way other Chinese at the exhibit 
stood at attention whejiever he 
barked orders it was obvious 
that he wielded authority. 

"It is historically inevitable 
~Tn a t 1 Americ-in imperialism 
should be deslryocd by the in- 
ternational proletariat," the 
Chinese Red said. 

He smiled, showing a mouth- 
ful of cold teeth. It was a grin 
rather than a smile. I thought 
that if I were a U.S. Marine I 
would hate^to come face-to-face 
with this fanatic in Viet Nam. 

"You probably expect Russia 
to help you in Viet Nam," I 
(aid. 

The Chinese official looked 
contemptuously in the direction 



of the Soviet exhitit. "Are the 
Russians much better than the 
Americans?" he asked. 

With this he terminated our 
brief informal interview and be 
gan to bark orders in Chinese. 

The Russian exhibit was about 
100 steps from the Chinese pa 
vilion. But they might as well 
have been n thousand miles 
apart. There was no communis 
cation between the two Red ri- 
vals. 

For three hours I watched 
French pro-Chinese Reds ad- 
miring Peking's in^hines and 
rjroducLs bearing, ironically

Many of the remarks, obvioiusly 
written by pro-Chinese Reds, 
were, effusively favorable. But 
visually every page also had 
derisive comments by pro-Rus 
sian Communists. They were 
especiallly critical of China's 
"cult of personality" which was 
underscored by two huge photo- 
graphs of Mao Tse-tung beam 
ing down on the exhibition.
